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PREFACE 


In  setting  down  the  genealogy  of  any  one  person  quite  natur¬ 
ally  there  are  a  number  of  paternal  and  maternal  lines  vhich  ay 
be  traced  back  and  should  be  if  the  record  is  to  be  complete. 
Hovever,  some  times  that  is  very  difficult.  Members  of  some 
families  keep  in  close  contact  vith  each  other,  preserve  records, 
and  show  a  reluctance  to  move  from  the  localities  in  vhich  they 
are  already  established;  facts  about  this  type  are  comparatively 
easy  to  get  and  to  confirm.  On  the  other  hand,  seme  of  our  early 
families  were  not  so  closely  integrated.  The  sens  and  daughters 
of  each  succeeding  generation  were  venturesome,  independent  and 
more  interested  vith  pioneering  nev  lives  in  nev  fields  rather 
than  concerning  themselves  vith  that  vhich  had  gone  before.  As 
each  generation  pushed  farther  south  and  farther  vest  little  time 
vas  spent  in  keeping  records,  and  genealogical  tracing  in  these 
families  is  veil  nigh  impossible. 

The  ancestral  background  of  Mrs.  Harry  H.  Watson  (May  Mathis 
Green-Watson)  has  all  of  the  above  types.  In  some  lines,  the 
facts  are  comparatively  complete;  in  others  they  are  obscure,  to 
say  the  least.  Therefore,  ve  have  taken  each  of  the  branches 
separately,  traced  them  back  as  far  as  ve  can  on  a  basis  of  fact 
and  record,  and  at  no  time  have  let  imagination  svay  us  in  an 
endeavor  to  go  back  to  some  legendary  historical  figure.

One  of  the  more  clearly  defined  hranches  on  Mrs,  WatsorJ  s 
family  tree  is  that  of  her  mother’s  paternal  line:  the  Molds. 
This  family  of  Pennsylvania  Dutch  traces  hade  to  a  Swiss  and 
German  origin.  The  name  itself  was  originally  spelled  jloldt, 
hut  the  "  t”  was  dropped  after  arrival  in  the  New  Vforld.  Another 
form  of  spelling  that  often  crops  up  is  Null. 


A^ALENTINE  NOLD 

Valentine  (Felty)  Ncldt  was  horn  in  1727  in  Faltz,  the 
Palatinate,  Germany.  However,  the  various  spellings  of  the  name 
indicate  that  the  family  was  of  earlier  Swiss  origin,  prohahly 
having  to  flee  that  country  for  some  political  or  religious 
reason.  In  all  lilclihcod  it  was  the  latter,  because  the  femily 
had  always  heen  prominent  and  active  in  the  ffairs  of  the 
Mennonite  Church  and  it  is  well  known  that  there  was  a  mass  emmi- 
gration  of  Mennonites  from  Switzerland  to  the  German  lalatinate 
about  1664. 

Philadelphia  State  House  records  establish  that  Valentine 
Noldt  immigrated  to  America  on  September  30,  1754,  aboard  the 
sailing  ship,  "Brothers" ,  of  which  Captain  William  Muir  was  cap¬ 
tain.  He  had  embarked  at  Rotterdam,  Holland,  and  the  ship  made 
its  last  European  call  at  Cowes,  England.  The  records  show  that 
there  were  twenty-three  Mennonite  families  and  seven  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  families  aboard,  a  total  passenger  list  of  two  hundred  fifty 

Valentine  settled  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  at  a  settle 
ment  referred  to  in  the  old  records  as  both  "Swamp  Mountain"  and 
"Large  Swamp".  This  might  have  been  Lower  Milford  Township  be¬ 
cause  his  will,  filed  in  the  Bucks  County  records,  refers  to  him 
as  a  citizen  of  that  precinct. 


Although  a  devout  church  man,  he  was  active  only  in  a  lay 
capacity,  being  primarily  a  farmer.  Apparently  he  was  quite  suc¬ 
cessful.  Many  existing  tax  records  show  that  he  paid  taxes  on 
several  parcels  of  land  both  in  Bucks  County  and  in  Limerick 
Township  of  the  neighboring  Montgomery  County. 


Although  there  is  no  definite  record  for  confirmation,  it 
is  agreed  by  all  members  of  the  Nold  line  that  Barbara  Yoder  was 
the  Wife  of  Valentine  and  the  mother  of  his  four  children. 

Vfnether  Valentine  married  before  or  after  coming  to  Amerioo.  is  a 
matter  of  conjecture,  but  it  was  probably  after,  sunce  her  brothe

His  death  must  not  have 
been  unexpected,  because,  a  veelc  or  so  before,  he  maae  a  xinal 
vill,  dated  January  22,  179^^.

Jacob  Nold  was  born  Angnst  18,  1765,  in  Bucks  County 
Fennsylvania.  Although  also  a  farmer  like  his  father,  he  gave 
more  of  his  time  and  effort  to  the  Mennonite  Church.  He  vas 
ordained  as  a  minister  March  50,  179^-^^  ^^id  served  as  one  of  the 
early  pastors  of  the  "Svamp  Mennonite  Church."  There  are  man^'’ 
old  church  records  to  bear  this  out. 


In  a  "History  of  Bucks  County"  edited  by  J.  H.  Battle  in 
I8L7  iJ^  found  the  folloving  excerpts: 

"Page  610: 

"Milford  (Township)  was  the  objective  point  cf  the  first 
German  immigrants  to  this  County.  It  was  here,  at  its  extreme 
northwest  corner,  that  this  people  first  appeared  upon  its  soil." 

"Page  612: 

"The  Mennonite  persuasion  is  strongly  represented  in  Milford, 
and  the  Swamp  Church  was  one  of  the  earliest  of  this  denomination 
in  the  county. 


"In  the  year  1755  the  first  church  building  is  said  to  hav‘ 
been  erected,  on  land  now  owned  by  Christj.an  Musselman. 


"In  the  year  17^5^  Jacob  Musselman,  ancestor  of  the  numerous 
connections  cf  the  name,  bought  land  from  (Wm. )  Allen,  an  English 
land-holder,  and  as  Jacob  Musselman  was  either  a  minister  in  the 
church  when  he  cam.e  from  Germany  or  was  scon  afterward  elected  to 
that  office,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  first  Mennonite 
meeting-house  was  erected  on  his  land  and  hence  not  before  17^5- 


"In  17'90  Michael  Musselman,  son  of  the  above  named  Jacob, 


owner  cf  the  land  formerly  belonging  to  his  father  and  also 

minister,  conveyed  a  tract  of  eighty  perches  cf  land  to  - 

overseers  cf  the  Mennonite  congregation.'

"It  is  not  known  who  were  the  first  ministers  among  the 
Mennonites,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  Jacob  Musselman  was 
among  the  first.  Other  early  ministers  were  Filly  (Valentj.ne) 
Clemer,  Michael  Musselman  and  his  son  Samuel,  cf  whom  the  last- 
named  died  in  18^7  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty  seven  years, 
Jacob  Nold,  Christian  Bleim,  Christian  Zetty  G:c."

In  1815  Jacob  Nold,  together  with  several  others  of  the 
Mennonite  faith,  made  a  trip  to  eastern  Ohio.  It  must  have  been 
in  the  nature  of  an  exploratory  visit,  because  two  years  later  in 
the  spring  Preacher  Oberholtzer  of  Bucks  County  purchased  and 
moved  on  to  a  large  tract  of  land  in  what  is  now  Beaver  Township, 
Mahoning  County,  Ohio.  Other  Mennonite  followed,  and  in  ISIT  the 
Jacob  Nold  and  several  other  families  moved  from  Bucks  and  Lehigh 
Counties,  Pennsylvania,  to  locate  on  farms,  most  of  which  are  now

of  Lectonia,  Ohio. 


In  Hartzler  and  Kauffman’s  "Mennonite  Church  History",  1925. 
it  tells  of  Jacob  Nold  becoming  the  first  bishop  of  the  Meruionlte 
Church  in  eastern  Ohio.  He  is  described  as  "an  able  and  zealous 
worker  and  di^.ring  his  ministry  organized  churches  at  Georgetown, 
Canton,  North  Lima,  Orville,  Midway  and  Wadsworth,  besides  the 
church  at  Leetonia.".

This  volume  also  mentions  that  among  the  settlers 
Pennsylvania  cams  the  Yoders  from  Bucks  County.  Doubtless  m 
bers  of  Valentine’s  wife’s  family. 
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A.lthou3h  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  and  their  Ohio  descendants 
had  a  distinct  dialect  for  conversation,  all  of  their  literature, 
Bibles,  prayer  books  and  even  their  correspondence  vas  vritten 
in  pure  German. 


An  old  Prayer  Bock  that  once  belonged  to  Bishop  Nold 
(1941)  in  the  possession  of  the  Bishop’s  great -granddaugh 
Frances  McElrath  of  Murray,  iCentucky.  The  fcllovir^  is  a 
laticn  from  the  German  inscription  on  its  fly  leaf:

"Take  care  never  to  pronounce  a  curse  (use  profanity)  in  my 
house  or  you  will  scon  find  yourself  outside;  otherwise  God  in 
heaven  would  surely  punish  me  and  you  together.” 

Besides  his  wife  the  Bishop  was  accompanied  to  Ohio  in  I817 
by  all  of  his  living  children,  except  the  eldest,  Henry,  who  re¬ 
mained  for  a  tr'-me  in  Bucks  County. 

This  is  a  cony  of  a  part  of  a  letter,  evidently  written  by 
Jacob  Nold  to  h:is"son  Henry.  It  is  written  in  fine,  even  German 
script  but  the  paper  is  yellow,  the  ink  badly  faded,  and  very 
hard  to  translate:

crntent  there.  He  thought  that  you  also  had  in  mind  to  move  oi^.t 
here  to  us  hy  spring  vhich  -vould  he  very  fine  for  us  to  hear  if 
it  should  turn  out  to  he  so.  Yet  we  do  not  vent  to  persuade  any¬ 
one.  Jacob  Blexle  ?  sends  greeting  to  all.  Ke  said  that  I 
should  vrite  that  he  can  scarcely  get  away  anymore.  Ke  is  veil 
hut  he  is  so  lame  that  he  is  not  strong  enought  to  travel. - ” 

There  the  letter  ends  abruptly;  hut  it  clearly  indicates  that 
Henry  i:as  contemplating  a  move  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio. 

For  over  eight  years  after  he  vrote  the  above  New  Year’ s  Day 
letter  to  his  son.  Bishop  Hold  continued  vith  his  church  vork  and 
lived  on  his  farm  at  Leetonia,  until  he  passed  avay  May  10,  183^. 
His  vife.  Susanna,  survived  him  for  tvo  years  until  her  death 
August  22,  1856. 

After  the  passing  of  the  Bishop,  his  son  Jacob  II,  continued 
to  reside  on  and  operate  the  original  homestead. 

In  1917  a  Centennial  Reunion  of  the  Hold  family  vas  held  at  . 
Leetonia,  Ohio,  on  the  same  farm,  >7hich  at  that  time  vas  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  John  Riehl.  Over  400  attended. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  (Amanda)  Hisler  of  Leetonia,  age  73, in  19^0,  is 
a  grand- daughter  of  Jacob  Hold  II  and  a  great-granddaughter  of 
the  Bishop.  Her  grandfather  vas  also  active  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Menncnite  Church,  serving  as  a  deacon.  She  tells  very  in¬ 
terestingly  of  the  reunion  and  said  there  vas  a  number  of  the 
earlier  generations  of  the  Valentine  Hold  clan  present  that  day 
in  1917,  vho  have  since  passed  avay. 
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E3NRY  NOLD 


Henry  Nold  vas  born  August  4,  178?,  in  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  the  son  of  Bishop  Jacob  and  Susanna  Nold.  He  did 
not  move  with  the  Bishop  and  his  family  to  Ohio. 

Although  by  trade  a  cabinet  maker  and  a  piano  maker,  he  might 
also  have  farmed  vhile  he  lived  in  Bucks  County.  In  the  Index  of 
Deeds  for  that  county  it  tells  of  Henry  Nold  in  1811  purchasing 
land  in  Lover  Milford  Township.  The  records  also  show  that  he 
sold  a  piece  of  land  in  1815.  In  I815  he  and  his  wife  "Elevia” 
bought  land  in  Richland  Township,  which  adjoins  Milford,  from' 
Daniel  Shelley  and  wife,  Mary.  Later  this  land  was  sold  and  the 
deed  recorded  in  I8I8. 

He  married  Alevia  Bechtel,  member  of  an  old  Dutch  family  of 
very  strict  religious  beliefs.  Here  again  we  run.  into  various 
spellings  of  a  name.  In  Bucks  County  records  Alevia  is  spelled 
Elevia  and  Olivia.  But  her  signature  on  one  deed  is  unmist aka's ly 
Alevia.  It  is  probably  the  German  form  of  cur  Olivia.  Too, 
Bechtel  in  several  places  is  spelled  Bechtil.  Although  Alevia 
Bechtel  Nold  spoke  English  fairly  well,  she  always  read  her  Bible 
in  the  original  Dutch.  There  is  a  legend  in  the  Bechtel  family 
that  there  is  a  large  estate  in  Holland,  reputedly  worth  several 
million  dollars,  to  which  the  Bechtel  heirs  are  entitled.  But  as 
yet  none  of  it  has  found  its  way  to  this  country. 

Hhile  living  in  the  small  city  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Henry 
practiced  his  trade  of  piano-making.  KaDj  years  after  his  death 
one  of  his  sons  came  across  one  of  the  little,  old  pianos  with 
the  name  Nold  inscribed  on  it. 


Later  the  Henry  Nolds  moved  to  Cincinatti,  0?aio,  where  they 
both  died.  They  were  buried  in  the  old  C^'ornmingsville  Cemetery 
then  in  the  suburbs  but  now  a  part  of  the  city  proper. 


Seven  children  were  born  to  Henry  and  Alevia  Nold,  but  sc 
far  we  have  been  unable  to  get  authentic  information  on  the  dates 
of  all  of  their  births  and  deaths.  They  were: 


Hilliam  3.  was  a  teacher  of  music  and  some  of  the  literary 
branches.  He  married  Nancy  Ann  Tuck  of  Massachusetts,  who  vas 
also  a  teacher.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Mount  Holyoke  Academy, 
which  is  the  oldest  school  for  the  education  of  women  in  this 
country.  They  tcgct'^cr  in  Danville,  Fran’.cfort  and 

Louisville,  Kent’ucky.  At  the  latter  city  they  founded  a  private 
school  known  as  the  Louisville  Female  Seminary.  He  taught  there 
until  his  sudden  death  from  a.n  apoplectic  stroke  and  she  carried 
cn  for  many  years  after  until  her  demise. 


They  had  four  children:  a,  son,  who  died  in  infancy,  and 
three  daughters:  Fannie,  Juliet,  and  Annie. 

Fannie  was  a  very  fine  singer  and  gave  vocal  lessens. 
She  also  was  the  leading  soprano  singer  in  one  of  the 
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Louisville  churches.  She  married  Alfred  Pirtle.  They  had 
three  children,  hut  only  one,  Juliet  Pirtle,  survived  her 
parents  and  ncu  resides  in  Louisville. 

Juliet  Nold  married  Charles  Morris  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  uho  lived  only  for  a  fev  years.  They  had  one  son. 
Juliet  survived  until  just  a  fev  years  ago. 

Annie  Nold  never  married  and  was  a  noted  educator.  She 
carried  on  with  the  Seminary  several  years  after  her  mother’s 
death.  Later  she  taught  xn  Miss  Mason’s  School  at  Tarrytown- 
on-the-Hudson,  and  during  the  later  years  of  her  life  she 
acted  as  chaperone  for  young  ladies  wishing  to  travel  abroad. 
She  died  in  New  York  City  but  was  brought  bade  to  Louisville 
for  burial,  where  all  the  other  members  of  her  family  were 
buried. 


Jacob  C.  (Jahe)  Nold  was  a  merchant  living  in  Cincinnati, 
Ohio.  He  sold  carpets  and  it  was  said  that  he  could  roll  and _un- 
rcll  carpeting  for  display  faster  than  any  man  in  the  city.  He 
married  Cynthia  McCash  and  they  had  two  children:  Janes  Malville 
(called  Mellie)  and  Enisnora.  The  son  died  as  a  youth  as  result 
of  an  injury  suffered  :!-n  a  gymnasiimi  at  school.  Enisnora  was 
married  twice  but  had  no  children.  Jaloe  and  his  wife  celeorated 
their  golden  anniversary  many  years  before  his  death.  He  lived 
to  be  eighty  and  his  wife  much  longer.  She  even  survived  her 
daughter,  Enisnora.

Charles  Nold  also  lived  in  CinGinn.ati. 
but  never  practiced.  He  was  for  manj^  years 
train  running  out  of  the  Ohio  city,  was  known  as  the  "Jolly 
Dutchman"  and  well  beloved  by  all  who  lonew  him.  His  wife’s 
was  Carrie  and  they  had  one  daughter,  Clara,  who  died  at 
age.  We  have  not  been  able  to  establish  Carrie’s  maiden 
After  her  husband’s  death,  Carrie  invested  some  m.eans  in 
ladies  home  in  Cincinnati  and  spent  the  remainder  of  her 
there .

Henry  Nold  II  was  born  October  16, 
1886.

Edward  Nold  was  the  fifth  child  of  Henry  and  Alevia  Nold. 

He  was  a  merchant  having  a  shoe  store  in  Oxford,  Ohio.  He  married 
Martha  Cheseldine  of  Cincinnati.  She  came  from  a  prominent  and 
wealthy  family  and  was  a  highly  cultured  woman.  Edward  and  Martha 
had  six  children;  two  sons  and  four  daughters.  One  of  the  boys 
had  a  peculiar  affliction  as  a  baby.  He  was  born  with  one  tooth 
and  cried  incessantly.  He  was  doctored  for  colic  and  other  baby 
ailments  but  got  no  relief.  Finally  an  old  ouack  doctor  was  call¬ 
ed  in  and  he  said  at  once,  "Why,  the  child  has  the  toothache." 
l-Then  the  lone  tooth  was  extracted,  the  child  stopped  crying.^  got 
easy  and  never  had  anymore  trouble.  The  family  moved  from  Chic 
to  Fort  Scott,  Kansas.  Martha  died  and  was  buried  at  Fort  Scott. 
Edward  led  an  active  life  up  until  his  death  at  the  age  of  93. ^ 

He  died  at  the  home  of  a  grand- daughter  in  Chicago,  but  the  body 
was  returned  to  Fort  Scott  for  burial  by  the  side  of  his  wife. 

We  have  a  little  information  on  only  three  of  the  children:  Helen

Some  say  that  they  had  a  large  family  and 
that  Mary  lived  to  the  ripe  old  age  of  eighty- five,  Kouever,  ve 
Imov  of  only  the  one  daughter,  Carrie,  who  married  a  man  named 
Earhart  and  must  have  moved  to  Oklahoma,  hecause  she  died  at 
Andarko  in  that  state.  She  had  one  son. 


Lizzie  Wold  was  born  in  Wew  Lisbon,  Ohio,  and  was  a  talented 
musician  and  taught  music  in  Danville,  .Kentucicy,  at  the  time  her 
brother,  William,  taught  there.  She  married  Charles ^Francis 
Willard,  a  native  of  New  Hampshire.  He  was  a  descendant  of  Major 
Simon  Willard  who  came  to  this  country  from  England  in  1655 . 
Lizzie’s  husband  was  a  practicing  attorney _ and  ’mown  to  be  a  very 
bright  man.  Charles  and  Lizzie  Wold  had  six  children:

Roswell  Willard  was  also  born  in  Memphis  in  18?^, 
died  at  the  age  of  seven  months.

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HENRY  NOLD  II 


Henry  Hold,  the  second,  vas  hern  in  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  October  16,  182^.  He  vas  about  tvo  years  old 
vhen  his  father  moved  the  family  to  Nasnville,  Tennessee.  j.nere 
he  spent  his  boyhood,  moving  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  as  a  yewen, 
when  his  father  again  moved  the  family. 

He  attended  Centre  College,  Danville,  Kentucky,  because  his 
father  considered  it  a  better  school  than  any  in  the  state  of 
Ohio.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Centre  and 
a  number  of  years  later  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  vas  conferred 
ur-cn  him  by  the  same  college,  vhich  vas  proud  of  his  record.  ■  ^ 
The  diploma,  remarkably  vel3.  preserved,  is  in  the  possess.', on  Oi. 
Mrs.  Watson.  It  is  dated  September  24,  1846. 


He  chose  teaching  as  his  profession  and  immediately^upcn 
graduation  secured  a  position  in  Richmond,  Kentucky.  ^Although 
his  entire  life  vas  devoted  to  teaching  he  dislike  being  called 
"Professor'’  and  alvays  insisted  on  being  addressed  by  his  stu¬ 
dents  as  Mr.  Hold. 


It  vas  vhile  teaching  in  Richmond  that  he  met  Elizabeth 
Matilda  Goddin,  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Sophia  Curie  Goddin.  They 
vere  married  by  the  Rev.  L.  1.  Haves  June  17^  184/’.  Ther"  vere 
four  children  born  to  this  union,  three  daughters  and  one  son. 


The  first  daughter,  Souhia  Allie,  vas  born  vhile  Henry  II 
and  vife  still  lived  at'Ricl^ond.  In  I85I  the  family  moved  to 
St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  Scon  after  they  arrived,  there  broke  cut 
an  epidemic  cf  cholera;  many  people  died.  Mrs.  No..d;  vne  vas^ 
lying  in  vith  her  second  child  (Frances  Irvin)  fell  dangerous „y 
.1.11  vith  the  disease.  Since  they  vere-  comparative  strangers  in 
St.  Joseph,  their  situation  vas  desperate.  The  I.  0.  C.  of 

vhich  Mr".  Nold  vas  a  member,  heard  of  their  plight,  took  abso¬ 
lute  charge  cf  the  case  and  nursed  Matilda  back  to  health.  He 
alvays  had  a  very  tender  regard  for  that  order  after  that. 

Early  in  1854  Mr.  Nold  decided  to  move  vith  his  family  to 
Texas.  The  trip  vas  made  in  the  customary  covered  vagon,  threu 
Indian  territory,  travelling  by  day  and  camping  each  nj.ght.  The 
vere  accompanied  by  the  usual  negro  slave  house  servant.  Her^ 
full  name  vas  Ann  Maria  Sophia  Gabriella  Pocahontas  Allen  Boyles 
Nold;  hovever,  she  vas  called  "Ria"  and  "Mammy" .  Provisions 
vor'G  bought  from  settlers  ef.or'g  the  roi'-te.  There  vas  anocner 
family  moving  at  the  same  t„;:'e.  Wnen  the  first  Sunaay  on  the 
journey  cams  around  Mr.  PTold  said,  "I’m  not  going  to  travel  on 
Sunday." 

"Well,  I’m  not  going  to  lose  a  day  on  the  trip,"  said  the 
head  of  the  other  family  and  started  on. 


Early  in  the  veek  the  Nold  party  overtook  them  as  they  had 
broken  dovn;  one  of  the  horses  had  died  and  the  man  himself  vas 
very  sick.  It  looked  like  a  judgement  sent  on  him  for  desecrat¬ 
ing  the  Sabbath.  Both  families  camped  then  until  the  man  had 
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recovered,  secured  another  horse,  and  vas  fit  to  travel.  Need¬ 
less  to  say,  there  was  no  more  talk  on  the  remainder  of  the  trip 
about  travelling  on  Sunday. 

The  Nolds  first  settled  at  Goliad,  historic  shrine  of  Texas 
liberty.  There  Mr.  Nold  vas  president  cf  Aranama  College.  Here 
the  remaining  tvo  children  vere  born  -  Henry  C-oddin  and  Mary 
Jane. 


In  1856  the  Nolds  moved  again;  this  time  it  vas  to  a  little 
village  on  the  northeast  side  cf  Corpus  Christ!  Bay.  It  vas 
beautifully  situated  overlooking  the  vater  and  vas  called  rLines 
Bluff. 

There  Mr.  Nold  had  some  large  frame  building  built  and 
opened  a  boarding  school.  It  had  accomodations  for  thirty  boys 
and  a  fev  day  students.  There  vere  alvays  some  Mexican  boys  in 
attendance  and  Spanish  vas  taught  as  veil  as  English.  Ex- senator 
Archie  Parr,  veil  knovn  Duval  County  rancher  and  Texas  political 
figure,  is  the  only  knovn  person  to  be  living,  vhc  attended  the 
school . 

While  operating  the  school,  Mr.  Nold  vas  ax^pointed  U.  S. 
postmaster.  He  changed  the  nejne  of  the  village  from  Hines  Bluff 
to  Ingleside  as  it  is  knovn  today.  The  present  day  Ingleside  is 
the  heme  of  the  Humble  Oil  and  Refining  Company' s  large  refinery. 


In  Ingleside  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nold  kept  open  house,  as  it  vere, 
since  there  vas  no  hotel  and  many  tourists  and  travellers  visit¬ 
ed  the  seaside  community.  The  Methodist  circuit  rider  alvays 
stopped  vith  them,  holding  his  service  in  the  school  building. 

A  Sunday  School  vas  also  maintained.  " Ria" ,  the  old  black 
mammy,  presided  in  the  kitchen  and  a  Mexican,  "Mariano” ,  had 
charge  of  the  dining  room.  Fish  and  oysters  vere  plentiful  and 
vere  served  on  the  hospitable  table  often.  The  rule  vas;  any 
one  of  the  students  could  have  oysters  at  the  table,  if  first  he 
"shucked  them  out  of  the  shell"  (not  a  pleasant  task)  and  took 
them  to  "Ria"  . 

The  Nolds  lived  in  Ingleside  and  conducted  their  school  for 
nearly  a  decade  vithout  ever  having  a  doctor  in  the  house.  Mr. 
Nold  pulled  teeth,  lanced  boils,  extracted  fish  bones  from  the 
throats  and  fish  hooks  from  the  fingers  of  his  students  and  pres¬ 
cribed  blue  mass  pills  vhenei'er  he  felt  the  situation  varranted.

From  Ingleside  the  Nolds  moved  to  a  sheep  ranch  on  the  banks 
of  the  Nueces  River,  probably  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present 
tevTn  of  Mathis.  It  vas  a  beautiful  site  vith  the  home  on  the 
banks  of  the  river  and  open  country  all  around. 
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Mr.  Nold  had  a  Mexican  shepherd  to  loolc  aft 
He  also  had  some  cattle.  The  brand  on  the  cattl 
vife,  Elizabeth’s  name.  It  vas  made  lilce  this 
living  there  the  oldest  daughter,  Sophie  Allie, 
vith  a  friend  and  neighbor,  a  Miss  Mann,  attend¬ 
ing  school  in  Goliad.

Shortly  thereafter  Mr.  Nold  felt  the  call  of  his  profession 
and  returned  to  Goliad  to  again  tales  charge  of  Aranama  College. 
This  however,  vas  short-lived  because  as  the  Civil  War  progress¬ 
ed  the  older  youths  enrolled  became  restless  and  wanted  to  join 
the  colors.  They  formed  a  company  of  their  own  and  elected  Mr. 
Nold  as  their  captain.  They  enlisted  in  the  command  of  General 
E.  ICirby  Smith.  He  and  Mr.  Nold  became  close  personal  friends. 


Never  having  been  a  robust  man  and  never  having  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  much  outdoor  life,  the  exposure  of  army  camp  life  was 
too  much  for  the  erstwhile  teacher  and  his  health  failed.  He 
was  discharged. 

Because  of  the  unsettled  conditions  in  South  Texas  and  the 
scarcity  of  pupils,  Mr.  Nold  moved  with  his  family  into  Mexico, 
settling  at  Camargo. 

A  sadder  event  than  the  leaving  of  Goliad  for  member  of  the 
Nold  family,  was  the  departure  of  "Ria"  for  Chicago  to  live  with 
her  daughter,  Margaret.  She  had  been  with  the  family  since  she 
vas  a  young  girl  and  had  a  devotion  for  the  fsmily,  especially 
the  children,  that  can  hardly  be  imagined  in  the  present  day 
world.  No  one  thought  of  her  as  other  than  a  member  of  the 
family. 

She  had  married  but  little  is  known  of  her  spouse.  She  had 
three  children;  Kinsey  Howard,  born  October  12,  1855;  Margaret 
Sophia,  born  March  5?  1859;  and  Frances  Mary,  born  December  4, 
1862.  She  even  stuck  tc  the  Nold  family  names  in  christening 
her  own  children. 


She  was  particularly  fond  of  Mrs,  Hold’s  youngest  daughter, 
Mary  Jane,  and  siibsequently  her  children.  She  even  came  back  to 
Rockport  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  about  190^,  and  cooked 
for  a  year  for  Mrs.  Mathis.  Mrs.  Watson  still  has  in  her  pos¬ 
session  a  highly  prized  woven  work  basket  given  to  her  by  ”Mammy'’

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Mr.  Nold  conducted  his  school  in  Rockport  for  only  tvo 
years.  Then  vith  the  estahlishment  of  a  public  school  there,  he 
closed  Rockport  Institute  and  returned  to  Mexico  to  act  as  guide 
and  interpreter  for  tourist  parties.  VJhile  there  he  contracted 
a  very  severe  case  of  rheumatism,  from  vhich  he  never  completely 
recovered.  It  left  him  uith  a  stiff  Iciee  and  he  vas  compelled 
to  valk  vith  a  cane. 


Later  he  came  hack  to  Kentucloy  and  his  last  teachin^^  vas  in 
Paducah,  where  he  had  a  private  class  coaching  hoys  vho  vere  pr 
paring  to  go  to  college.

Mr.  Nold  vas  survived  by  all  of  his  children  and  widow. 

She  vas  never  a  teacher  but  vas  a  thrifty,  energetic  housewife. 
She  did  most  of  the  financial  managing  for  her  husband,  vho  was 
rather  prodigal,  caring  nothing  for  a  dollar  except  to  spend  it 
or  give  it  away.  They  vere  both  devout  members _  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  holding  pretty  strict  v?,evs  abou^  Saboath  keeping 
and  the  training  of  their  children. 

When  he  closed  his  school  in  Rockport,  Mrs.  Hold  continued 
to  reside  there,  making  her  home  vith  her  youngest  daughter,  Mary 
Jane,  vho  in  the  mieantime  had  married  Thomas  Henry  Mathis. 


In  1899  accompanied  by  her  granddaughter.  May  Mathis,  she 
vent  to  Murray,  Kentucky,  for  a  visit  vith  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
McElrath.  She  did  not  return  vith  May  in  I9OO,  but  stayed 
the  McElraths  for  several  years.

Then  she  came  back  to  Texas  to  make  her  home  vith  her  old¬ 
est  daughter,  Sophie  Allie,  in  San  Antonio.  At  the  age  of  seven¬ 
ty-nine  she  passed  away  in  San  Antonio,  October  5,  1905.

She  taught  for  three  years  in  the  schools  of  New  Castle, 
Kentucky,  until  she  married  John  T.  Wilkerson,  a  la^vyer.  Rev. 

W.  M.  Jordan  performed  the  ceremony  on  July  7.  1869-  seven 

years  of  her  childless  marriage  life  vere  unhappy  and  she  and 
Mr.  Wilkerson  separated  in  I876.  She  took  back  her  maiden  name 
and  moved  to  Rockport,  Texas,  in  an  effort  to  forget  entirely 
her  unfortunate  marriage.  She  never  referred  to  it  and,  in  fact, 
very  few  people  in  Texas  ever  knew  that  she  vas  married.  The 
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many  South  Texans  living  today,  who  vent  to  school  to  her  in 
Roclcport  and  Victoria,  remember  her  only  as  "Miss  Allie"  .  She 
was  a  popular  figure  in  Roclcport  and  in  her  schools.  Ro  better 
tribute  could  have  been  paid  her  than  the  many  children  of 
friends  and  students  vho  vere  named  after  her:  Julia  Allie 
Bailey,  deceased;  Allie  Mathis,  deceased;  Allie  Morrell  and  Allie 
Fulton  Olsen.  The  latter  is  the  mother  of  James  Roy  Olson,  vho 
recently  married  l.nura  Mathis . 


In  18/6  she  first  taught  in  the  nevly  established  public 
school.  Later  she  had  her  ovn  Ncld  Seminary  at  Roclcport,  but 
moved  it  after  just  a  fev  years  to  Victoria,  Texas.

Because  of  ill  health,  Miss  Allie  finally

He  vas  supposed  to  be  a  very  good  provider 
since  Great  Grandmother  Goddin  vore  a  gold  plate,  indicative  of 
sufficient  means  for  the  necessities  of  life  and  some  of  t?ae 
luxuries  as  veil.

SOPHIA  I.  CURL  GODDIN 


Sophia  Curie,  the  wife  of  Hugh  Goddin,  was  born  in  1796, 
the  daughter  of  Archibald  and  Jane  Curl.  She  led  a  vigorous 
life,  raising  the  above  Tamily  of  six  children  and'  surviving 
her  husband  by  a  number  of  years. 

She  was  visiting  her  daughter,  Elizabeth  Matilda  Nold,  and 
her  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Fannie  McElrath,  in  the  latter’s  home  in- 
Murray,  Kentucicy,  when  she  died  suddenly  at  the  ripe  old  age  of 
86  (1882) .  She  had  just  walked  from  downtown  Murray  to  the 
McElrath  home  the  day  before,  and  that  is  no  little  jaunt. 

Her  daughter,  Mrs.  Nold,  took  the  body  by  hack  to  Paris, 
Tennessee^  to  make  connection  with  the  nearest  railroad  and  then 
on  into  Lexington,  Kentucl-cy,  for  burial. 

Her  maiden  name  in  records  was  spelled  several  different 
ways:  Curl,  Curie,  and  even  Carle. 


ARCHIBALD  CURLE 


About  all  that  is  known  of  Sophia’s  father’s  life  is  that 
he  was  a  justice  of  peace  in  Madison  County,  KentuclQ',  in  1793:

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  judgement  and  following 
considerable  research  by  the  recognized  Genealogist,  Mrs.  Lovett 
Frescoln,  Swarthmore,  Pennsylvania,  Archibald  was  the  son  of 
Wilson  Roscoe  Curie  of  Virginia  and  his  wife,  Jane,  was  an 
Irvine  or  1 rwin . 


WILSON  ROSCOE  CURLE 


Wilson  Roscoe  Curie  was  married  to  Priscilla  Meade, 
daughter  of  Andrew  Meade,  an  Irish  Ca;tholic  born  in  the  County 
of  Kerry,  Ireland.  In  a  history  of  the  Meade  family  written  by 
David  Meade,  II,  grandson  of  Andrew  Meade  and  a  nephew  of 
Priscilla  Meade,  he  says  that  Andrew  Meade  left  his  native 
Ireland,  went  first  to  London  and  from  thence  to  New  York,  where 
he  married  Mary  Latham,  a  Quaker.  She  was  the  daughter  of  David 
Latham  of  Flushing,  Long  Island. 

Some  time  later  Andrew  and  Mary  Meade  moved  to  Fansemond 
County,  Virginia,  where  they  settled  permanently.  He  died  in 

1745. 

Virginia  Land  Books  show  that  on  February  22,  1727,  Andrew 
Meade  patented  a  tract  of  I36  acres  of  land  -n  the  Upper  Parish 
of  Nansemond  County. 

The  above  facts  are  also  borne  out  in  a  book  published  by 
P.  H.  Baskervill  (I92I)  entitled  "Andrew  Meade  of  Ireland  and 
Virginia." 

Andrew  and  Mary  had  another  child  besides  Priscilla,  a  son, 
David,  who  married  Susanna  Everard,  of  the  noted  North  Carolina 
family 


NICHOLAS  CURLE 


Wilson  Curie,  born  December  18,  1709,  vas  ^^6  son  of 
ColoneinTfcHolas  Curie  and  Jane  Wilson.  The  colonel  had  first 
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married  June  14,  1700,  Elizabeth  Guthericlc  and  second  Jane 
Wilson,  daughter  oi  Colonel  V/illiam  Wilson.  Colonel  Curie  ^iec' 
in  June,  1748,  and  his  vldov,  Jane,  married  twice  after  that.

PASCO  CUxHLE 


Colonel  Nlchola.s  Curie,  one  of  a  family  of  seven,  was  the 
eldest  son  and  heir  of~Pa3c(h)o  and.  Sarah  Curie.  Hei^  will  was 
proved  March  I9,  I7I5. 

Pasco  Curie  was  one  of  the  three  brothers  (Thomas  and 
Samuel)  who  emigrated  to  Virginia  from  England.  He  was  justice 
of  the  peace  in  1688  and  one  of  the  fee  officers  of  Hampton  Town 
Virginia  in  I69I.  Therefore  Pasco  must  have  come  to  America  ^ 
before  1688. 


NICHOLAS  CURLE 


The  fatheh  of  the  three  immigrant  sons,  Thomas,  Pasco  and 
Samuel,  has  been  established  definitely  as  Nicholas  Curie,  a 
nobleman  of  Lewes,  Sussex,  England.  In  the"HeraldicE,  Volume  I 
5rd  edition,  the  following  entry  is  found  under  the  head  of 
Skinner’s  Apprenticeships":  "1664,  Pasco  Curie,  son  0^ 
Nicholas  Curie  of  St.  Michael’s  Parish,  Lewes,  Sussex,  England.” 

The  above  information  on  the  Curie  family  is  verified  and 
found  on  Page  124,  Volume  IX,  of  William  and  Mary  Quarterly. 

We  know  for  certain  that  the  Arms  of  the  Curies  was:  a 
chevron  between  three  gold  fleur  de  lis,  on  a  shield  of  green, 
with^a  red  cinquefoi.L  centered,  on  the  goJ.d  chevron.  The  family 

crest  was  a  gold  hedgehog  on  a  green  mounting.  (Burks’s  London 
Arms) 
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This  is  a  rough  copy  of  the  Nold  family 
c oat- of- arms  avarded  uo  an  early  ancestor 
vhile  residing  in  Coire,  capital  town  of" 
the  Swiss  canton  in  the  Upper  Rhine  valley. 
It  is  a  silver  anchor  with  two  branches  of 
laurel  twined  together.  The  mooring  ring 
of  anchor  is  replaced  with  a  winged  f/old 
cap.

This  is  the  Curie  coat-of-arms .  On  the 
green  shield  there  are  three  gold  fleurs 
de  lis .  The  cinque  foil  centered  on  the 
gold  chevron  is  red. 


This  is  the  Curie  crest:  a  gold 
hedgehog  on  a  green  mount. 

The  last  two  are-  verified  in 
Burke’s  London  Arms. 
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
